WHO CAUSED THE 
WAR. 


W 


HO is responsible for tbe war with Spain ? 
Former Senator Chandler of New Hampshire, 


who was quite a source of trouble while in the Sen- 
ate because he was so outspoken, has issued an op- 
en letter in which he seems to fix the resoonsibility 
upon Gen. Stewart L. Woodford, who was minister 
to Spain in 1898. Mr. Chandler accepts as true the 
claim of those who opposed the war, that Spain 
would have yielded without an appeal to arms. He 
cites as holding this opinion, President McKinley, 
Gen. Grosvenor and Secretary Long, distinguished 
men who would not have made those public asser- 
tions if they had not forgotten that Spain was not 
asked to grant freedom to Cuba as a condition of 
peace. Yet, indeed they may not have known of 
the omission. He says: 


Tbe advocates of war were willing to await the 


answer of Spain to a request made as a condition of 
peace, that she should yield independence to Cuba. 
But they could not learn that any such a request 
had been or would be made. In fact it never was 
made. There could have been no wisdom in wait- 
ing for an answer to a request which was not made 
and which the controlling power had decided should 
not be made. 


Tbe opponents of war may be bound to reproach 


themselves because they made no such request and 
therefore war came. It is possible that Spain would 
have yielded to such a request; and the responsi- 
bility for not at anytime making it must rest, in 
history, upon the peace party which conducted the 
negotiations with Spain, at the end of which, the 
war ca.ue. 


Mr. Chandler reviews at length the course of 


Minister Woodford and says he told the Spanish 
ministers that the position of the United .States %va» 
this: 


Opposition to increased autonomy under Span- 


ish sovereignty. That would be doing, he said, in- 
justice to men who have fought hard and well for 
liberty. 


Opposition to Cuban independence. That would 


be, he said, turning the inlands over to a part of the 
inhabitants against the judgment or many of its 
most educated and wealth) residents. 


A purpose to negotiate the purchase and occu- 


pation and ownership of Cuba by the United States. 


As Mr. Woodford was the official representative 


of this country tbe Spanish ministry had to accept 
his statement as true. Preside -it McKinley desired 
to urge on Spain the independence of Cuba but 
Mr. Chandler does not say that he instructed Wood- 
ford to negotiate for the purchase of anything. 
It 


must be admitted that Mr. Chandler makes a strong 
case against the former minister. 
Mr. Woodford 


does not answer any of ihe important matter in the 
letter, confining himself to a denial of that with 
which he w~.s not charged, and by saying : 


"As to purchase, the thing never was, in the re- 


motest way, suggeMed to me by the administration." 


As to the substance of Mr. Chandler contention, 


that in negotiating for pnichase the minister acted 
on his own rcspoM-i!>;iitv and nilhout the authority 
of the administration, M.- Wt.odiord fails to meet 
the char*.'. 


for an isthmian canal, for buying another job'lot of 
islands, and no end of other extraordinary expend- 
itures, the contention at the first of the session 
that there would be no lifting ot taxation burden, 
was readily defended as probable and necessary. 
None of those propositions for expenditure or for 
doing justice to Cuba have been abandoned, and 
consequently this sudden and unexpected action on 
the part ot the house committee has aroused a nat- 
ural suspicion. 
As the administration has been 


pushing the Cuban proposition harder than ever 
before, and the opposition interests have been 
working more desperately than ever; it is not illogi- 
cal to conclude that a desperate effort will be made 
to break the faith ihat has been held out to Cuba.

menns in reporting a bill to repeal the war revenue 
tax, it' the r.uthorative interpretation ot it is consid- 
ered. The talkative members of the committee say 
it has nosignif.cance as to othei proposed legisla- 
tion. 
Buc the Senate leader, say that it was a 


thrust at the proposed reciprocitj tariff matter w-ith 
Cuba. There is another explanation to the effect 
that it is merely a slrirp play at politics. There has 
been tbe strongest kind of opposition to the tariff 
concessions to Cuba to which the administration is 
pledged. The congressmen dislike to oppose those 
organiwd interests that have opposed this conces- 
sion to Cuba—the tobacco and sugar trusts. These 
have openly threatened to defeat for re-election 
those of the majoritp who oppose them in this re- 
gard. It is said to be the plan to put the bill re- 
pealing the war revenue tax through the House re- 
lying upon the Senate .o amend it so that it shall 
cut off only a part of the tax. Then there will be 
no argument against the Cuban plan, that the lack 
pf income will prevent such a concession and the 
ire of the trusts against congressmen who come up 
for re-election this fall will be-avoided. For then 
they can go on the stump and claim that they did 
everything in their power to lift the entire war tax 
burden, but were defeated in part by the arbitrary 
Senate. 


Before the congressional recess there was every 


indication that there would be no war tax reduction, 
not only as to the Dingley schedule but as to war 
revenue tax as well. Since reassembling and with- 
out any visible pressure, this recommendation for 
the repeal o." the entire tax conies. 
It is shown by 


the report of the secretary of the treasury that this 
war revenue tax is now bringing in about $77,000,- 
ooo a year; that the treasury can spare about $50,- 
000,000 of its revenue from all present sources. 
With tariff concessions to Cuba, something of this 
would be cut off, and with the making provisions
